Genernl Butler Made President.

Genernl Buller was unapimously elected Pre-
giden: of the Convennon, and hig appearance
ou e pintiorm wis greeted with enthusiastico
cheer | u large portion ot the audience rsine
apd wuving their hats, His wost radical utter-
ances were the most cordmlly applauded, After
the chicers winich greeted him subsided, General
Lutler eaid;—

SEpecoh of Genernl Butler.

Gentlemen of the Convention:—Let us first of
all mingle our congratulations tor the triumph-
ant success of the greut Republican ]|vurt_\',
whose representatives in the Commonwealth of
Maussachusetis we are, Organized on its present
basie 1 1866, that party nearly carried the
country on the single issue of restraining slavery
within the Btates where iV decided its constifu-
tional limuws were fixed, More successiul in
1860, aecording to the torms and in the manner
of tho Congtitution, I elected the Premident und
assuined the administration of the Government,
With no pretexe save this, seven States of the
Union, ander the lead of Soath Carcling, under
took, by the most volemn forms of wmunieipal
enaciment, to vindicaie her lavoride politicel
dogma o1 the supertotity of Stute to Pederal
alleginnee nnder the Constitution, and to «atnb-
lgh elovery, which was bt a tolerated incident
in the frame of the Governument erccted by onr
fatliers a. the coruer-slone of an vmpire,

The tenohangs 1o the South of a weneration
culminated iv this envarprise, Kelying on the
peaceful prospertty of the Noroh, its anwillime-
nees lor steite, on the law-loving and obeying
rpiie of its people, wluch, was mistaken for
pusilummity, the bold, bad leaders of the Re-
bellioa thought 1osuccecd by wn appeal to armea,
Puttimeg faath inomticipeted co.operution on the
part of those who bhad formerly acted with them
under the Coustitntion, to custaln them in thewr
repudintion of the Coustitulion, they begau o
most cavseless war, Lhis insune uet droye every
true patriot who had inteilicen:ly walched the
progress of events 1o tike sides with the Govern-
ment i the pending anounl stragele, and thus
the Republican party. whiteh had satfersd in (he
estimation of many men, bocause 1t appeared to
be asectional paity, became the great National

nion party of the country. Relieved by the
incxorable logic of events from any constitu-
tional opligations to sustain slavery, to estublish

which was the cause gnd objeet of the
war on the part of the insurgents, Lhe
Republican  party, widening the platform
of e prmeciples according to  the hao-

mane idens ot ite inception, adopted universal
treedom, universal equality, aund universal jus-
tice ns the fundamental urticles of its ereed.
The first, treedom for wll. was established by an
act of the war making power: the last, equalicy
ot rights and equal justice, are still in coutest,
When the Jast licbel sorvendered to the vieto-
rious nrmies of the United Swtes; whon Lin-
coln, whose pen signed the fmmortal Declara-
uon of Emaucipation, had laid down his e a
saoritice for ite maintennuce: when hundreds of
thousands of brave men had fallen in the con-
tegt; when thousands upon thousands of the
same wen had most onserably perished in the
murder-pens of Belle Isle, Salishury, and Ander-
sonville, i tortures only equalled by those suf.
fered by the early Canstinn martyrs, that
liberty mnd just 1sws might be establisbed
throughout the land, the nation wmwight well
havehoped that there should be no foot of Ameri-
can soll wobere an Americun  citizen, ol
whatever jank or cowplexion, peacefully
advocaling whatever proposition, moral, reli-
gioms, or political, should not be free 5o to do,
and be protected fully in that right. Suarely a
suflicient price bad been pad that we might
bequenth such & Government to our children—
that ipheritance which we received 1rom our
inthers, but have heretolore allowed Lo be tar-
mished i the Southern Siates. With the mili-
power of the South subdued, its solders
captured, its citizens sunstuntialty paroled pri-
soners of war, their munu-lp.—.l organizations
broken up, theiwr pre‘ended Government over-
thrown, thelr leader in chains, and last iodi-
viduai citizen (with a few glorious exceptions)
having forfeited every right under the Counstitu-
tion which he had repudisted and endeavored to
overthrow, it only required that the Union party
of the country sbhould have agreed in all the
branches of Government which 1t represented.
to huve Imprintea upon the country thuse
rinciples of liberty, cquality, and justice it
Ea.d 80 fully declared, so that such lmpress
should have remuined forever. Unlortunstely,
the bhead of the Administration, the Chief Ex-
ecutive of the nation, was not lound equal to
the oceasion; or ifl ludeed, as his declarations at
oue time seemed to show, g intelleet divined
the true course, there lanked some quality 1o his
organization which prevented his grasping the
sublime significapce of the pclitical position ot
the country, as the greal missionary uation in
the regenerntion ol the governmental institu-
tione of the world, Oceupvine bimsell with
details when he shonld have dealt with generals,
studying politics when he shonld have been uct-
ing statcsmanship, busying himsell with cle-
mency to individusl Rebel suppliosnts while he
wis unjiust to the loyal heart of the country,
seeking 1o cepuir the edifice of the Government by
petty expedients, instead of laviog the founds-
tions of 18 reconstruction deep in the broad prin-
ciples of the party which elected him, recognlz-
ing the necessity of some security for the future,
instead ol iostebug vpon thes: fundamental ele-
mentary rights and truths as conditions preee-
dint to the return of Rebels to a shore in the
Government, he proposed the were incidents of
the situation as suflicicut guarantees, Requiring
only thul tkey should negree to the abolition of
slavery, which the wager of battle had rendered
complete und eternal, to the abandonment of
the ordipances of Beoesaion, which had been
nullitled pmid the roar of csnnon and the clash
ol arme, the President allowid States 1o e
organize themselves upon such basis, to pul for-

Assuming in nlmself & sutficlency of wisdom
wlone to meet a natioual orisie  greater
than ever tasked the intellece of morial
man, ke peglected, therelore, to call to his aid
the otber depariments of the Government elected
by the suwe party and the same votes which
bad put him in the position from whioh &
wicked acoldent elevated bim to power, nod
thus ralsed from the dust every humbled, con-
q Hebel, aud converted him into a bluster-
ing, blatsnt clusmant for rights which he had
torfeited, und ‘o powers ereater than had ever

woree than losu In fosiering the spirit of rebel
lion, which had succumbed to our victoriouns
arms, the Joyal Represemtatives of the pation
were 1old Lhat the sild ordimance of secession
having been i1epealed, and the amendment
abollshing slavery having been adopted, with-
out further acts or conditions these same
Hebels who had fonght to obtain power outside
the Union had a right to resume political
power Inside the Union, incressed by
the representahon of two-filthse of thelr
emanoipated  population, Béoause, while
the nezroes were slaves and had no vores,
their masters were allowed to pay taxes for
@ud to represent three-ifths of them only, and
pow that their slaves have become freemen,
although deprived of their votes because of 1aws
made tor slaves, still of 1w clalmed their maskers
ahall represent five-tifths Instead of three-tifths
of them, while the negroes must pay all the
taxcs assessed upon themselves, so thut if ghis
wrong obiains, the Rebelllon will have acqnired
for 11s traitors exemptlon from three-fitths of
thelr tuxation, snd an incresse of two-tifths of
their representution—the exuact reverse of the
old political mwaxim, **No taxation without re-
presentation,” this being mprmenmtiun without
tasation. This shocking Injustico thus initiated
by fhe President struck the conatry with sur-
yrise, nol less than 1t did the kindred claim that
t wis for the Executive to determine under what
guarantee and under what conditions States were
10 resume their forteited governmental relations
in the Unlon,

The great Unilon purty, through their repre-
gentatives in the House ana Senate, with
s unputnity unparalleled, especially as the
Exocutive, st the beginning of his term ot office,
sttempted the discuption of his party by the
blandishments of power and the seductioas of
place, muintained thay it was for Congress, ns
the Legislative body comprising three branches,
to determine upon what terms aud at what time
rebellious States, congquered provinees, territory
of the United Stades occupied by disloyal in-
habitauts, their Stawe organization lost or abro.
gated, should be allowed to reorganize them-
gelves und come back as part of the Government,
and that other guarantecs of finess to exercise
political power muszi be given than asking par-
donr to obigin property or the takng unwiliing

in suppressing the Hebellion should pever ba
repudinted; thac debts inenrred in the Lebellion
shovld pever be paids that equal personal nights
gbould be guntantecd to every ¢itizen ol the
United States in every 8ate, und equal protec-
tion under the laws; and toat, 0 long us any
class of men in the States were prohibited trom
the exercise ol their politieal rights as citizens,
they should not be connted 1n the (uoty of
representation, To most of us—may 1
not say all of us?—these terms seemed too
ensy, too mild, too lenlent. (Avoplaugse,)
It secmed to us thar Congress did  not
g0 Inr enough in imbedamg in the very foonda-
tions of the Government the true idea of Ameri-
cat liberty —the grent result of the war—to all
men justice, and equativy of political and per-
sonil riehts, We were willing, however, it the
proposition of Congeess inl been met in o spicit
of love wnd kindness, or even cordial acqui-
cecence, by the SBouth, to have restored them
aguin to the seats they bad protaned sod de-
serted, and to « felr shgre of the power which
tney bad nbused, and the right to which they
had torfented.  (Applavee.) Dot Richmond,
Mempbig, Suvannab, sud New Orieans, by thair
journulg, their rivts and the massacre o Union
men, tell us hat we have nothing to
hope from the Jove ot country, the
piriotism, the loyualty, the fraternal teeline
o! the south, The Presulent, cutting loose (rom
those who stood by him 10 his darkest hours,
has called together in convention at Philadel-
phia the represeptutives ol those who rought
ggninst the Umon in the Seuth and the delegates
of those who were atruid to tight for it tn the
North (cheers and langhter), and at the head of
u personul party so tormed, proposes by this
upion ol every enemy ol the couutry, aided by
their sympatinzers North and South, to force
the rebellious Bmtes into positions as a rollng
fower of the Governmeny, without any indem-
vity tor the past or seourity for the tuture.

We spurn the
dogma that this is o white-faced man's Govern-
ment, (Cheers.) Wenre now to look to the
leart for color—not the face. (Cheers,) We
insist thut this is the loyal man's Government,
whether he be white or bluck, We look to the
color of the henrt and not to that of the face to
determine our politicn) friends or encmiecs. (Re.
pewed cheers,) We bold all men who fouzht
with us to save the country our equals in neht,
in governing the country, and we hold all men
who fought sesinst the country untit to take
prat in it government until they huve shown
due repentance for thelr sins and bave
brougbt forth works moeet for repentanes, (Pro-
longed cheers,) Delegates of the Repuoblican
party ol Massschuscetts, we bere ln the ald Com-
monweelth have substantially no contest, We

Governor Hamilton Introduced,

Governor Hamilton wae next introduced, and
was received with three rousing cheers, When
he described the course of the President as npot
a policy to build up the nution, bat & plot to
destroy the party that saved it; when he assered
that Congress alone had the power 1o deterniue
the mode and muanner of reconstruction; toat
while no Stste nae 4 legal or moral neht to
secede, yer in fact it may oy lorce secedo, and
thereby subject itelf, atter conqguest, to mlitary
luw and usuges slove; thut tue Rebel States
baving done so are not now vital common-
um:i.ﬁs, and never will be until reanimated by
Congress; that while by seceding in tact they
lost ull their own rights, and the national Gov-
ernment lost none ot its rights; when he anoi-
hilated, with ndigoant sarcasm, the sophisury
of those who argue that because the Rebels had
no right to secede, they never did secode, and
thervture that neither party have eicher gained
or lost any rights; when he declared that the
Rebels shonld be weated s« public conquered
enemies; when he spoke respectiully of the losal
blick man, who never lted band or heart
uepipet the Unlong when ho said that the Presi-
dent had no right o have any potiey in opposi-
tiwn to the will of the people, that the Rebels
had taken the onth and they would keep it from
the teeth ontward; the cheers and appleuse
which greeved him showed that old Massachu-
seite suid mmien to voung Texas. His speech
was  long and  able, but the gudlence
wis too friendly to call forth his full
powers,  Nelther Border States nor Nowth-
ern politicians badgered him into the elo-
qucnee here with which be thrilled Philadel-
phia. He sald that in Texus a thousand freed-
men had been murdered withio & year, and yet
net 8 mun had been punished for if. When
Hamilton described a disgraceful seens in whish
our flag was insulted in Texas, and our officers
did pot_interiere, and said, “Would that your
wo:lhy Chalraian bad been there," the sud{ence
vose and cheered again and aguin in a manner
whic b decides the certuinty of Butler's return
to Coneress by 8 great populsr majority, His
deciniations in 1avor of 1mpartial pullrage wore
received with erles ol “'good” and applause. He
was loudly cheered on resuming bis seat.
